day and age when a discovery or 
a new Idea can become 
world- 
known In a few hours, it Is hard 
for us to visualise the Europe of 
the early centuries of the Chrls- 
j tlan era. 
Through southern Eur­ 
ope. even Germany, had Its beau­ 
tiful churches and cathedrals. In 
the early part of the ninth cen­ 
tury Christianity had not 
even 
been preached in Sweden. 
Swe­ 
dish. Norwegian, and Danish Vik­ 
ings were at this time ravaging 
and plundering the wealthy cities 
of south Europe and causing ter­ 
rors in the hearts of the peace- 
loving Christians. 
From the Northmen’s fury, de­ 
liver us. our 
forbearing 
Lord 
God.” Christian 
Europe prayed. 
It is interesting to read how the 
church at several occasions pass­ 
ed resolutions to send missionar­ 
ies to Scandinavia. 
Their ulter­ 
ior purpose was to convert these 
northern people 
to 
Christianity 
rind thereby change their habits 
and put an end to their plunder­ 
ing and murdering expeditions. 
The 1100th anniversary of the 
arrival of the first of these oar- 
J rlers of Christianity to Sweden. 
Ansgar, and the erection of the 
first church in Sweden by 
this 
missionary, will 
he 
celebrated 
this year on midsummer day at 
the ancient city of Blrka on BJor- 
ko 
(Birch Lake) 
approximately 
halfway between Stockholm and 
Uppsala. 
Ansgar came to Sweden In the 
fall of 829. sent by Emperor Lud- 
i wig of France. 
Me 
had 
been 
promised protection and freedom 
to preach Christianity 
hv 
the 
Swedish Ring Bjorn. whose seat 
of government was at Blrka, at 
that time the outstanding Swe­ 
dish commercial 
city, 
Ansgar 
was accompanied bv one eompan- 
; ion. Vltniar. all others fearing to 
make the trip 
Ansgar was well received 
on 
his arrival at Rirkn and was glv- 
: en freedom to preach In the city 
and 
environments, 
and 
many 
were converted to the new faith, 
j A church was erected at Blrka In 
I 830. the first In Sweden. 
The seed was sown, though no­ 
body .suspected that Christ wss 
to overthrow all the old 
Norse 
Gods. 
He was then only the god 
from the south, placed side 
by 
side with Odin. Thor, and Frey. 
Ansgar returned to the conti­ 
nent after a year in Sweden, and 
although only 30 years old. 
he 
was made an archbishop, with a 
new’ scat created for him at Ham­ 
burg, Germany. 
His main work 
was to carry on the Christianiza­ 
tion of the north. 
He trained a 
monk. Gauthbert. also called Si­ 
mon. and sent him as bishop to 
I Blrka. but this representative of 


I the church soon became 
hated 
and was driven from Sweden. 
For many years, no churchman 
dared risk his life by going 
to 
Sweden, until Ansgar for a sec­ 
ond time braved all dangers and 
went again to Blrka. where he 
secured permission to preach th# 
Gospel. 
The fruit of Ansgar’s preaching 
in Sweden was tremendous. 
Re­ 
markable was the immediate and 
direct result of the Christlanlxlng 
of the Northmen; the Viking ex­ 
peditions ceased. 
Though they 
were instrumental 
in 
bringing 
hack to the 
north 
wealth 
In 
slaves and gold and silver, 
the 
mark of disgrace fell over them. 
The last of the 
feared 
Viking 
voyages, a record of which ha# 
been kept in 
runestones, 
took 
place In 104 0. which year is of 
historical importance in that it 
marks the end of a historic pe­ 
riod, under which the seed of ft 
new faith had grown so atrong 
that the old love for honor and 
for gold had been sprung asunder 
as Ideals, though the 
Christian 
message had not even 
at 
that 
time been written In the Swedish 
tongue. 
Centuries passed; the one and 
only church In Sweden was 
the 
Catholic one. with irs head In the 
Pope at Rome.

and Sweden’s troops fought many 
battles In Germany,

land, where, SOO years 
earlier, 
Ansgar had prepared himself for 
his missionary Journey to

routed the enemy and put Pro- ' 
tesfantlsm on a sure foot. 
Though Ansgar was the first to 
preach Christianity in 
Sweden, 
the truth Is that Christianity was 
not entirely unknown 
at 
Blrka 
when Ansgar came 
On their plundering voyages to 
southern Europe, many Vikings 
had come In contact

the 
Christian doctrines and some of 
the Northmen had even allowed 
themselves to he baptized at Do- 
restnd.

Rapid River, Mich., Mar. I (Spe 
elal)—The body off Bur Buchman. 
pioneer merchant who died at an 
Escanaba hospital Tuesday evening, 
was taken to Chicago on Thursday 
evening. 
Funeral 
services 
were 
held Friday morning 
at 
Fleer's 
chapel with Rabbi Mendellson offi­ 
ciating, and the body was laid to 
rest in the family lot in O. B. A. 
cemetery'. 
The members of the family ac­ 
companying the body 
were 
Mrs. 
Gertrude Levine, Harry Buchman 
and Mr. and Mrs. I. H. Buchman. 
Among others atending the ser­ 
vices were Mr. and Mrs. William 
M. Beale of Chicago. 
Mr. Beale 
was a former 
superintendent 
of 
schools here. 
Arthur Rurman of 
Detroit, Miss Katherine Mercer and 
Mrs. Frank Baruhardt of Chicago, 
and Miss Jennie Buchman of Bing­ 
ham Canyon, Utah, and Harry and 
Hyman Buchman of Chicago, neph­ 
ews. and a number of other rela­ 
tives, all residents of Chicago. 
Mr. Buchman's 
death 
removes 
one of the pioneer business mea of 
this community. 
He came to this 
country from Russia forty five years 
ago. 
After spending a year or two 
in Chicago, he came to the upper 
peninsula, making Escanaba his 
headquarters. 
For two or three 
years he was a pack peddler and 
covered a large area, most of the 
time on foot 
While the Roo Line was under 
construction he covered the terri­ 
tory f*om Escanaba to 
the 
Soo. 
When Rapid River was founded he 
saw the future possibilities of a 
thriving mill town and so in 1889 
opened a clothing and drygoods 
store, the first In the town. Neces­ 
sarily It was a small store at first. 
but by thrift, honest dealings and 
close attention to brininess he built 
it up, increased his stock, and as 
it continued to grow, he moved his 
first building off the lot and erected 
a much larger one. 
In the meantime he bad sent to 
his old home In Russia for his wife 
and children. 
In due time he became a natur­ 
alised citizen. after which he took 
an active part in the political af­ 
fa ir of the 
township. 
He 
was 
elected to the office of township 
treasurer, which office he held after 
alternatingly for many yesrs. 
He 
would hold the office for two years, 
and then hts son, Mose, now de­ 
ceased, would be elected for two 
years, and then again Mr. Buch­ 
man. 
He was a member of the board 
of education for 23 years, during 
the most of which he served ac 
treasurer. 


He was keenly interested in the 
educational advantages of th e tow n­ 
ship. 
He was In a large m easure 
fnairumental In securing the erec­ 
tion of the high school back 22 
years ago. 
He believed in provid­ 
ing the best equipment, the most 
capable school teachers and school 
executives. 
It was largely through 
his influence that the gymnasium 
building was constructed. 
While many of the people of the 
township have questioned the ad­ 
visability of its const ruction, on 
account of the added tax burden. 
I yet, the gym has in many ways 
I proved to he a boon to the pupils 
^and the people of the community 
as a social and recreational center. 
Mr. Buchman was public spirited 
in all ways. always ready to do his 
part and more to promote the so- 
t elal. educational, political and in 
dustrlal welfare of the township 
In addition to his merchantile bus 
Iness. he had invested in farms, 
and at his death was operating 
two farms. 
Ho was active also In 
the organisation of the creamery. 
Mr. Buchman had enjoyed good 
health during these many years un 
til early last fall. 
For s tim e his 
life was then despaired of. 
It was 
during this time that his youngest 
daughter. Margaret, passed away. 
In spite of the loss of his daughter. 
he finally rallied and recovered suf 
flclently to again get around. 
But 
last week the old trouble returned 
again but more m alignantly. 
In his passing Rapid River has 
suffered a distinct 
loss. but the 
memory of his life of usefulness 
will live on to Inspire and to em u­ 
late.

Was Resident of Escan­ 
aba Since the Year 
1885 


Taxpayers of Escanaba Have

Sr. aped 68 died 
Saturday morning at 9:15 o'clock 
in Pinecrest Sanitorium after an 
Illness of one year due to a gen­ 
eral breakdown.

in 1885. 
He was employed at 
the iron foundry here for a num­ 
ber of years and later entered 
the employ of the C. & N. W. 
Ry. Co. as a dock worker until 
a few years ago when he was as­ 
signed to watching the railroad 
creasing on Stephenson avenue. 
His health failed shortly after 
the death of his wife but he kept 
on working until about one year 
ago. 
The survivors 
are one 
son 
John Wall 
of this 
city, 
two 
daughters Mrs. 
Mamie 
Martin 
and Mra. Ira Stabbing. Milwau­ 
kee and seven grandchildren. 
The body 
was 
prepared for 
burial at the Allo Funeral Home 
and will be taken to the family 
home this morning where it will 
remain until Tuesday morning at 
nine o'clock when 
funeral ser­ 
vices will be held, at St. Pat­ 
rick's church. 
Mr. Wall was a 
member of the Brotherhood of 
American Yeomen. 
This is the third death in the 
family in two years.
